Dr. Johnson attributes this degen 
‘racy of his rnce—rightly, we belleve— 
to the carelessness, want of fore 
thought, and dissipation so unfortun- 
ately characteristic of a large portion 
of the colored population in the South 
since the civil war. “In antebellum 
jays," says Dr. Johnson, “the negro 
seemed to be an immune to consump 
tion, and many great medical writers 
ind teachers boast of never having seen 
such among the negroes. Enforced 
temperate Uving and sanitary precan- 
tions made the black man a physical 
giant, but the giants are disappearing, 
and in their places is coming on a race 
of smaller stature and decreasing vi- 
tality.” 

That this ts the true reason of the 
colored man’s physical deterioration Is 
further shown by what Surgeon Gen- 
eral Sternberg has to say in his recent- 
ly issued annual report concerning the 
health of the colored soldiera “Great 
Improvement,” he says, “has taken 
place in the past few years in the san- 
itary condition of the colored troops.
